At Trinity College, Cambridge, in 
1828, Lord Tennyson first met Thack- 
eray, and also Arthur Henry Hallam, 
to whom he became devotedly attach- 
ed, and to whose memory he after- 
wards, in 1850, wrote "In Memori- 
am." In 1832 he published the "Lady 
of Shalott," "Miller's Daughter," 
"Lotus Eaters," "'Dream of Fair 
Women," and other poems. Another 
edition of his poems appeared in 
1842, which included the well known 
"Locksley Hall," "Gardener's Daugh- 
ter," "Morte d'Arthur," "Godeva" 
and "Clara Vere de Vere," in which 
latter poem he says: 

Howe'er It be. It seems to me, 

'Tlx only sweet to be good. 
Kind hearts .. re more than coronets. 
And simple faith than Norman blood." 

"The Princess," containing a part 
of his best and truest poetry, was pub- 
lished in 1847. It was after quoting 
the lines below from this poem that 
Poe said he regarded him as the no- 
blest poet that ever lived; that he 
was the most etherial, elevating and 
pure; that no poet was so little of the 
earth, earthy.- 

Tears, Idle tears. I know not wuat they mean. 
Teurs from the de. th cf some divine despair 
Hisa in the heart and gather to the . y >, 
In lookliiK ou the happy autumn fields, 
And thinking of the days that are no Run. 
Dear as leinemher'd kisses after death. 
And aweet ax those by hopeless rmcy felgnd 
On lips that are tor otheis : deep as love, 
Deep as Itcst love and wild with all reg.et; 
O Death lu Life the days t at are no more." j 

In June, 1850, the poet married a | 
niece of Sir John Franklin, and in 
the same year he succeeded Words- 
worth as the poet laureate. This of- 1 
fice, among other poems of commem- 
oration, was the cause of bringing 
forth the "Charge of the Light Bri- 
gade " In 1859 the "Idylls of the 
King,'' regarded by many critics as 
his masterpiece, appeared. "Enoch 
Arden," in 18U4, "Queen Mary," in 
1875, and "Foresters" and other 
poems and dramas followed, and 
though he wrote as late as a few years 
ago, it may be said that his life work 
closed after writing Harold. He was 



raised to the British peerage in 1884 
under the title of Baron Tennyson, 
of Aid worth and Farringford. He is 
dead but his works will endure as 
long as the English language is spo- 
ken, and Mrs. Browning's tribute 
paid to him many years since, has at 
last come to be realized: "If any thing 
were to happen to Tennyson, the 
world would go into mourning " 
Among his minor poems there is 
none, perhaps, that has been quoted 
oftener than the following beautiful 



On thy cold gray stone*, O Sea ! 
And [ would that my tongue coidd utter 

The thoughts that urtse In me. 
"And the stately ships go on 

To the r heaven under the hill; 
But oh for th» touch of a vanlsh'd hand 
And the sound of a voice that Is still! 
"Break, break, break, 

At the foot of thy crags, O Sea! 
But the tender grace of a day that Is dead 
Will never come back to me."

He then sat down, 
heaved a sigh and to the group in 
the office, looking on infsympathy, he 
said: "Oentlemen, you can't trust a 
widder. Why sir, 1 give her a brand 
new, store bought, red calliker dress 
if she would take me instid of them 
other fellers, and when she said she 
would I come to town, bought the 
dress and took out the license at the 
same time, and when she got the 
calliker, she put me off, as she said, 
until she could make the dress, and 
now you see she won't hev me at all. 
If the Clerk will jist keep that docky- 
ment and wait till I scour the county, 
I'll hev another woman's name to be 
put in it, but it won't be a widder's." 
The bereaved groom was informed, 
however, that the State would not 
allow the Clerks to make erasures of 
names and use old licenses for new 
brides, and he departed for home a 
crestfallen but still hopeful man, in 
the search for a successor to the 
s prightl y widow. 

Old Furnaoes Uncovered. 

In excavating for the foundation of 
the Masonic Temple on Acn street, 
the workmen uncovered on Monday 
some old furnaces which were several 
feet underground. They were under 
a spot where a large smoke house 
used to stand and were built by the 
late Paddy Burns, for many years a 
prominent merchant in this city, for 
the purpose of smoking the bacon he 
cured in the house every winter.

On one occasion a tramp 
tailor spoke disparagingly of the 
town in his presence and old Paddy 
remarked to him: "Young man, if 
ye don't like the town ye can lave 
it." "But I don't intend to leave 
until I get ready," said the tailor; 
"I'm not afraid of anyone here." 
"But," said Burns, "there is some 
body damnably afraid of you 'i 
"What should they be afraid of me 
for?" asked the tailor. "The're afraid 
you'll stale something," said Burns 

The store he occupied stood upon 
the ground where Messrs. Crutcher 
& Starks' establishment now stands, 
and it is said of him that when in a 
good humor his laugh was so hearty 
that it could be heard down at the 
St. Clair street bridge, but in the 
latter years of his life he lost his 
voice and talked in a whisper up to I 
his death, which was sudden and un- 
expected. 

He was one of the most popular | 
men who ever livfed in this city, and 
our old citizens still love to talk of his 
eccentricities and kindness of heart.

be arrived at in three hours, ought to 
make the trip on the steamer Falls 
Citj this month to appreciate the 
delights of the water route at this 
particular season of the year, when 
i*»e weather is in its most perfect and 
invigorating state and the foliage on 
the hills thru line the banks of the 
river are begming to turn and change 
in colors from the deepest green to 
all shades of richest browns and 
crimsons imaginable. 

The little boat is not as large as an 
Ohio or Mississippi river steamer, but 
she is nevertheless large enough to 
give ample accommodations to the 
traveling public and is Kept in " 
neat and clean condition as daily 
mopping, sweeping, scrubbing, scour- 
ing and the most watchful care can 
keep any public house or convey 
ance. 

As for the officers, Capfc. Newt.

I made the trip this week to Louis- 
ville and I am free to say it has been 
a long time since I enjoyed so much 
novelty of motion as well as the 
beautiful in nature as I did in the 
occasion. The narrow river, with its 
many abrupt turns and loftily precipi- 
tous hills, shutting in the swiftly 
gliding boat sometimes as between 
two high walls that leave nothing 
but a strip of blue overhead, must 
be seen to be enjoyed. At night the 
moon rose and threw a silvery light 
over the whole scene, reflecting a 
million tiny stars on the rippling 
surface of the waters, and lending a 
weird, enchanting spell to the figures 
and form that fancy conjured out of 
the hills, rocks and trees along the 
banks. The boat would touch at a 
point on the river, where there was 
not a sign of a habitation and the 
plank would be run up into the 
bushes, the head light turned 
towards a heavy forest growth, the 
rays of which would light up the 
forest and make all kinds of fantastic 
shadows, and out of the darkness, 
looming up like giant forms, would 
suddenly appear a couple of men 
holding a pig or calf or perhaps a 
number of cows by ropes. 

It is a soothing pleasure at night 
while lying in the. berth awaiting. 
"Tired natures' sweet restorer" to 
come to you, to feel the gentle 
shaking motion of the boat or at 



Vanmetre. Both boats were at 
Monterey, but the Falls City left a 
little earlier than the Vanmetre, and 
while the Falls City was taking in some 
tobacco some miles below Monterey, 
the Vanmetre came steaming up be- 
hind us. The Falls City, however, got 
under way just about the time the 
Vanmetre came up, and then it was 
a nip and tuck race for the next 
landing. The boats seemed to have 
about equal speed and finally they 
drifted together and ran for five or 
six miles with locked guards. At 
laat a man in the woods appeared in 
sight, and as it is the custom some- 
times for the patrons of the boats to 
send a letter by the boat to Louisville 
for a fall supply of goods, which the 
boat will bring back with her on the 
return trip, it is easily understood why 
a single man might prove a fortunate 
catch for either boat. The Falls City 
then had the inside track and made 
the landing before the Vanmetre, but 
in righting up again she fell behind 
and didn't catch up with the Van- 
metre until the latter had made 
another landing. Again the speed of 
both boats was put to its test and 
the Falls City won by a half length 
after a locked run of three or four 
mileB. In this way the boats see- 
sawed from landing to landing until 
a point was reached at which the 
Falls City had to stop and take on a 
large number of balea of straw and 
hay, which gave the opportunity to 
the Vanmetre to slip out of sight. 
The passengers enjoyed the sport 



and said it reminded them of a 
miniature edition of the great races 
on the Mississippi river between the 
Robt. E. Lee and old Natchez and 
other famous steamers. 

To leave the Kentucky and sweep 
out into the broad Ohio at Carrollton 
is like emerging from a narrow 
walkway into a great high- 
way and what you lose in the bold 
picturesqueness of the Kentucky is 
made up in the wide majestic sweep 
of the waters of the Ohio, not want- 
ing at times along the banks much of 
the same character of scenery that is 
found along the Kentucky. There 
were a number of ladies on board 
the boat, among whom were the girl 
preacher of fifteen years, Miss Fanny 
Edwards, of Louisville, and her 
mother and sister. They had been 
to Gestville where it was said Miss 
Edwards had held a successful meet- 
ing and excited the wonder of the 
congregations over her power and 
eloquence in her sermons and exhor- 
tations. 

On the boat Miss Edwards ap- 
peared an unsophisticated child, 
skipping blithely about, singing 
snatches of songs and chatting gaily 
with any one who addressed her. The 
Louisville papers have paid her a 
high tribute of praise but I was not 
fortunate enough to either talk to 
her or hear her preach. 

In conclusion, merchants and citi- 
zens of Frankfort, if you have time 
to take a little recreation, and it is 
frequently worth many doctor's bills 
to do it, don't use the steamboat line 
altogether as a means of compelling 
the railroads to reduced freights to 
this city without giving the boats 
any encouragement whatever, but 
make the trip yourselves with your 
families, and also divide as much of 
your freight patronage as you can, 
and my word for it you'll not regret 
the trip or the fact that you con- 
tributed to the success of a river 
outlet from this city, especially to 
the success of the Falls City owned 
by such a courteous and careful 
officer and gentleman as Capt. Newt. 
Abraham.

CAPT. 8AN FORD GOIN 

Cut Down by Death's Reaper at a 
Ripe Old Age. 

Capt. Sanford Coins, a well-known 
and prominent figure in this city, 
died Thursday night at his home on 
the corner of Lewis and Clinton 
streets. He was born Feb. 15, 1814, 
in Woodford county on a farm now 
owned by his son, Sanford, jr., and 
■came with his father to Frankfort 
when he was ten years of age. 

As a b6y he assisted in laying the 
foundation of the present State 
House and afterwards served his 
time in the trade of a stone mason, 
which occupation, together with that 
of a contractor and dealer in ice, 
became the chief source of his live- 
lihood during life. Far back in the 
early days of this city he was the 
city watchman when it was the cus- 
tom to cry out the hours of the 
night and proclaim to the inhabi 
tants that, -All is well." As a 
watchman, fireman in ^the volunteer 
service or oaptain of a battery which 
he organized many years before the 
war, he had the true instincts of a 
soldier in the face of the enemy and 
never seemed to teulize what it was 
to experience a sense of fear. What 
he conceived to be his dty, either to 
the city of Frankfort, which he loved 
and served with a child's fidelity to its 
parent, or to his principles in politics, 
business or other issues of the day 
which forced him to decisive action, 
he never wavered a moment in the 
choice and execution of his purpose, 
let the pains and penalties be what 
they may. 

IntheSoott and Pierce campaign 
in 1852, Capt. Goin's enthusiasm in- 
duced him to take his battery to 
Lundy's Lane to join the great politi- 
cal demonstration there in honor of 
Gen. Scott. During the war, when a 
detachment of Gen. John Morgan's 
command attacked this city, Capt. 
Goin, who was a captain in the 
artillery service of the State, was one 
of the squad who had charge of a 
twenty pound parrott gun on Fort 
Hill. Observing a six pound gun stand- 
ing idle, he seized upon it and in the 
excitement of the firing, from spine 
caute or other, it was prematurely 
discharged and the recoil knocked 
him down. The gun ran over him 
and produced injuries do his intes- 
tiues from which he never afterwards 
completely recovered. Before and 
since the war, until within a few 
years past, Capt. Coin fired all the 
State and National salutes from the 
hills around the city and never 
seemed happier than wheu in the 
discharge of a soldier's duty or the 
observance of the rites of Odd 
Fellowship or Free Masonry, to both 
of which orders he was a devoted 
member, having joined the Odd 
Fellows forty-five years ago and the 
Masonic order about in 1864. In the 
latter order he had taken all the de- 
grees of York Rite Masonry. 

Capt- Goin's first wife was a half 
sister of Mr. Henry Williams, on the 
South Side, and by her he leaves 
a son, Sanford Goin, jr., of Wood- 
ford county, and Mrs. Emma Triplett, 
wife of John Triplett, of this city. 
A daughter-who married Mr. Charles 
Egbert— died several years ago. 
His son Philip, who was well-known 
here, died last Spring. After the 
death of his first wife, and when he 
concluded to 
Miss Nannie 
Creek, in 



equal division of all his property 
among his first wife's children and 
their descendants, who compose a 
numerous progeny of grand children 
and great grand children, reserving 
for himself nothing but the house in 
which he passed his declining days. 

By his last wife, who is a hopeless 
invalid, he leaves two young chil- 
dren, Walter and Nannie. 

Whatever might be said of the 
faults of Capt. Goins -and none can 
say they are without blemish he had 
the qualities which, if early advan- 
tages had not been denied to him, 
would have made him a forceable and 
conspicuous character in the State's 
history. As it is, he will be remem- 
bered as a true, warm-hearted, loyal 
friend, a kind, indulgent and impar- 
tial father, and a citizen whose good 
deeds in this life ought to outweigh 
the evil for which he long since 
atoned in self-denial and suffering. 

The funeral will take place at the 
Methodist Church, of which the de- 
ceased was a member, to-morrow 
afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, and the Odd 
Fellows and Masonic order will at- 
tend the remains to their last place 
of rest in the cemetery.
